SPARE THE ROD 


The killing of six young people in a Netanya dis cotheque last week has heen followed by a wave of violence throughout the country, 
and for once the acts are not attributable to Arab terrorists. YITZHAK OKED turns a searchlight on crimes of violence in Israel. 


THE NETANYA discotheque 
bombing brought into the 
limelight two sorts of crime that 
always make hot copy for the 
news media: protection rackets 
and hooliganism. 

A soldier in his early twenties, 
Avraham Ezra, has confessed to 
the crime. According to police 
sources, the whole incident 
stemmed from the fact that the 
alleged thrower of the grenade 
and his friends were in the habit of 
bursting into restaurants and 
clubs and demanding free meals 
and entertainment. 

Just free meals and enter- 
tainment? It seems very simple, 
very amateurish and almost un- 
believable. Could it be connected 
with protection rackets? 

"No," replied a prominent Tel 
Aviv criminal lawyer, Dror 
Macreen, when I put the question 
to him before Avraham Ezra con- 
fessed. ‘I find it difficult to 
believe that a professional 
criminal would commit such an 
act. If the motivation were protec- 
tlon, the offender would wreck the 
property, but would not harm peo- 
ple — especially not the people he 
was trying to “persiiade.” 

One radio newsreel spoke of 
“freelancers in the underworld 
who, for a fixed price ranging 
from IL8,000 to IL15,000 per job, 
are willing to bomb a building or a 
car, . 
“But even at these prices," a 
reliable source told me, ‘they 
only bomb empty parked cars, or 
unoccupied buildings. It is hard to 
believe that anyone would be will- 
ing to commit murder for such 
sums. A murder rap in Israel 
carries an expensive price-tag — 
life Imprisonment." ᾿ 

Talking to lawyors and 
policemen, and walking around 
Tel Aviv’s Carmel Market, once 
an alleged breeding-ground ‘of 
protection rackets, one gets the 
impression that these rackets are 
on a decline, 

The police have always claimed 


’ that in Israel there is no organized 


crime as there is in America, 
where it has penetrated politics, 
the police and even the law courts. 
What does seem to exist Js an un- 
derworld which flourishes by 
.veagon of external factors, one of 
them being the extent to which the 
Police are active. 

Recently, the Tel Aviv police, 
under the guidance of their com- 
mander, Nitzav David Ofer, have 
increased their patrols, and have 
hearly doubled their elite detec- 
tive unit, the Centra) Investiga- 
tion Section. This extra pressure 
on the underworld has had its 
results: the crime rate in Tel Aviv 
has dropped. But this has not got 
rid of the underworld: it has just 
gone ‘into difterent- branches, or 
moved to the greener pastures of | 
the‘suburbs, where:the police” 
Presstredsnot-so.heavy.-- |,

MUCH THE SAME theory seems 
to exist where protection" is con- 
cerned. This particular form of 
crime has not developed in Israel 
the way it did in the prohibition 
period in America during the '20s. 
Here it has largely been con- 
nected with a sort of night. 
watchman service in the open 
fruit and vegetable markets. The 
pediars here are vulnerabie since 
their entire property consists of a 
booth made of some rickety pieces 
of wood, which seem to burn very 
easily, and the crates in which 
their vegetables ‘and frujt are 
stored overnight. The vendors 


think it will be worth while to hand’ 


over a few ten pound notes to have 
thelr goods protected, One of them 
explained it this way; ἢ 

“Banks have guards andthe 
guards don't work for free, Ro it 
banks pay, why shouldn't we?"

someone suddenly decides to stop 
paying his ‘‘duea"' or when 8 
group of vendors decide that they 
would like to hire thelr own men to 
guard thelr booths. Something 
Ike this‘occurred in the Hatikva 
Quarter open market a couple of 
years ago. When it became a 
matter not of just “roughing-up" 
and burning stalls, but of 
shooting, the police stepped in. 
Since then, the Border Police hayo 
been guarding and protecting the 
market and, according to reliable 
sources, no ‘‘freelance"’ 
watchmen are collecting fees for 
guarding the stalls any longer. 
The situation is expected to be 
the same at Shuk Hacarmel, once 
the new market Is completed. In 
the meantime, the siaits seema to 
‘be quo. Hven though no oné is will- 
Ing to talk openly, it is alleged that 
a “certain family" controls the 
market and has its private 
watchman service there. 


I ASKED a ‘restaurant owner in 
the Carmel Market, when there 
are no clients: around, how much 
protection money-h@pald. At first 
he looked at me very innocently, 
saying he did not know what I was 
talking about. I told him that I was 
not a policeman, but a newspaper 
reporter, and after the ice ‘had 


_ been broken, he awore that he did 


not ‘pay’ protection money at all: 


_culprit was never found. 


Yes, he had heard that some peo- 
ple in the market paid, “hut Ihave 
never met anyone who has told me 
to my face that he pays protection 
money." 

After a little more prodding and 
queationing, his memory seemed 
to have improved. 

"Some time ago — I believe it 
was more than a year or two — a 
certain character came in and 
after a bit of small talk he came to 
the point and told me I needed 
protection. ἵ got very mad, and 
told him to get out. 1 told him the 
contents of my reataurant were 
worth no more than a few hundred 
pounds. How much are the glasses 
and plates worth? How much are 
these old tables and chairs 
worth?" 

The restaurant owner said that 
this tough stand had its effect, 
because “that character comes In 
here from time to time and pays 
for his food just like anyone else. 
But he doesn't mention the word 
protection anymore, and I have 
never been requested to pay by 
anyone else. If you really want to" 
know, I think that joker wanted to 
make some easy money, and 
thought that 1 was a likely 
sucker."" 

The police believe that if people 
subjected to thia kind of extortion 
were willing to Jay a complaint, 
the problem could he eradicated 
entirely. The trouble, one 
policeman told me, is that people 
don't want to risk getting involved 
in having to give evidence in a 
court case. 

It is this fear of being sum- 
moned as a witness that prevents 
people complaining about all 
kinds of hooliganism, say the 
police. On the other hand, some 
members of the public feel that 
the police don't put enough effort 
into tracking down hooligans (the 
name derives from a London-Irish 
family of ruffians operating in the 
Southwark area at the end of the 
18th century). One person to voice 
this opinion is the satirical colum- 
nist, Sylvie Keshet, whose apart- 
ment was subjected. to a bomb at- 
tack a few months ago. The 


fathers are not fathers. You don't 
have to be a psychologist to read 
the Bible. You'll find the answer, 
there in Proverbs 13,24: ‘He who 
spares the rod, hates his son!" 
Who knows how many fewer 
hooligans we would have if fathers 
would spank thelr sons a bit 
more."" 


RISHON LEZION is a town of 
about 70,000 inhahitants, and it 
has hardly any hooliganism. How 
Ia this? I asked Rishon's police 
chief, Pakad Gabriel Sternberg. 
"'We just don't give the ruffians 
their heads; we hold them on a 
short leash. 1 think it 15 important 
to atop them carly, before they 
hicom into erlminals. 
Hooliganism is connected only 
with youngsters In thelr teens, at 
the most in thelr early 'twentics. 
If they are handled with a firm 
hand, and shown that they can't 
get away with it, they will have se- 
cond thoughts about committing 
morc serious offences later on. 
“My officers know that the 
hooliganism problem is high on 
my list of priorities. Woc betide 
the policeman who tells me that 
he has Iet off a hoodlum easily. 
““My policy is to jail any 
youngster who commits an act of 
hooliganism, and to request the 
prosecution to push the file up to 
the top, and have the case heard 
during the period of remand. If it 
is a minor case, the judge may 
give a sentence of only iwo or 
three weeks, but I think it is im- 
‘portant that the ruffian and his 
friends should know that he can't 
walk around:free after commit- 
ting an act of hooliganism here. 
The hoodlums have learned the 
hard way that it juat docs not pay. 
“If, when he's on reinand, I see 
that the youth ig new in this 
branch,"' went on Pakad 
Sternberg. "1 spend some time 
trying to talk some sense into him. 
A boy pinches a woman ina movie 
house. Task him, "Nu, was it worth 
pinching her? You'll get two 
weeks, maybe a month, What do 
you think?’ Usually the boy can't 
answer. : 
“Sometimes, lf I see that the 
boy is clever and [ can talk sense 
ta him, I put even more effort Into 
it, so that J won't see him behind 
bars again. I tell the youth to look 
at the bars on the window! What 
does that remind you of? What do 
you think your friends are think- 
ing of you? Well, I'll tell you: you 
look like a monkey in a cage. 
You're a clever boy, you've got 
some sense.in your head. Think 
about it: are you clever or are you 
a monkey? You just don't know 
how much a father to son talk 
sometimes helps a mixed-up kid 
to get straightened out again." 


Sylvie told me that she holda 
the pollce partly responsible for 
this and similar cages, . 

“If they were to have put more 
effort into solving my case, and 
others Iike it which occurred at 
that time, when no one was hurt, I 
am sure we would have never. 
reached an Incident.like the one in 
Netanya, in which persons were 
killed and Injured."

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BACK HOME IN THE DIASPORA 


An American giri settled in Israel, JOAN BOR'STEN, recently returned to her old California home for 


the culture shock she suffered in the course of her visit and of the emotions she experienced on coming 


THE ENGINES are roaring, and 
slowly we rise into the solid blue 
winter sky. Beneath me, the 
freeways of southern California 
and the endless square blocks of 
minute suburban houses with ad- 
jacent aqua-coloured swimming 
pools. All around me in the plane 
sit American businessmen, 
vacationers and students, headed 
for points east and then, perhaps, 
Europe, Africa or Asia. 

The crew-cut man in front of 
me Is reading the ‘‘Los Angeles 
Times." The headline says, Two 
killed in Tel Aviv Theatre Bom- 
bing." I borrow the front page for 
ἃ moment to scan the story, hop- 
ing for more details. Crew-cut 
seems mildly amused by my in- 
terest. - 

“Too bad that they all keep kill- 
tng each other over there,"' he 
shrugs. 

“Here, you want to look at the 
continuation of the story?" he 
asks more sympathetically. 
‘Maybe you know someone over 
there." 
~. T've been in the Diaspora for 
almost a month (funny: I never 
thought of California as the 
Diaspora before). It was my First 
trip home since I went to Israel a 
year and a half ago. Now, on my 
flight back to Israel, amid TWA's 
orange and white interior, 
pampered by stewardesses in 
matching uniforms, I sit back to 
evaluate all that has happened. 

Returning to California from 
Israel was a culture shock, far 
greater than anything I felt retur- 
ning from my Peace Corps 
posting In Panama, when I lived 
ἴῃ ἃ mud hut without electricity or 
running water. My parents’ home 
seemed so luxurious: television 
sets, stereos, electric blanketa, 
three cars, two refrigerators. The 
Pantry was as well stocked as our 
Corner grocery store in

The difference? In Panama, no

‘Prices were -at a 
historic high, but they were low by 
Isvaecli standards. I began to un- 


‘derstand why Israelis who 


‘emigrate find it difficult to return 
to Israel, and why Western olim 
find it so hard to adjust. 


My firat diuner out was with ‘my, 


parents, my younger brother, and 
two friends. Nothing very fancy, 
just a nice atmosphere and 
unobtainable-in-Israel Japanese 
food. When the bill eame, 
everyone laughed as I choked on 
my green-tea Jee cream — it came 
to one-third of my monthly income 
In Israel! 


BECAUSE I speak Hebrew, have 
a boyfriend in the army, and left 
Srael a few days after the 
November devaluation, 1 was 
made an official spokesman for 
Israeli internal and external af- 


faira — at least, by my friends and.

The highlight of my vaca- 
tion was the afternoon I spent at 
the Motor Vehicles Depariment, 
registering my brother as owner 
of the battered Volkswagen. 
Although I had to wait in line three 
hours, I emerged smug in the 
knowledge that bureaucracy and 
red-tape also exist in America. 


IT WAS comforting to be sur- 
rounded by so many people, Jews 
and Christians alike, who were 
pro-Israel. I rejoiced every lime I 
read an anti-PLO letter-to-the- 
editor, especially if it was signed 
with a non-Jewish surname. I was 
ecstatic when I saw signs at the 
local UNICEF gift store urging 
people to continue buying because 
the agency is not directly con- 
nected with the UN and its 
policies. When 71 U.S. senators 
signed a letter to President Ford 
saying that the PLO wns 
detrimental to U.S. foreign policy 
in the Middle East, I cetebrated 
by buying myself a new sweater. 
But there was also an 
emergence of anti-Semitism, 
brought into the open by General 
Brown's comments, a tendency on 
the part of many ‘'Nberal'’ 
members of the Jewlsh communi- 
ty to compromise Israel's cx- 
istence, and the increasing effee- 
tiveness of Arab prapagunda. 


MOST DISTURBING was the 
pessimism of so many Diaspora 
Jews, a lot of them long-time sup- 
porters of Israel.

from the start of school to the 
day's last lesson. I talked to many 
teachers and they were generally 
pessimistic about the city’s 
future. 

“We are caught in a vicious cir- 
cle with a dead end for a tangent,”" 
one of them put It. Because there 
are no opportunities for the free 
professions or skilled workers in 
Safad, the best pupils seek their 
fortune elsewhere, |.e,, in the cen- 
tral pari of the country. This 
results in a dearth of cultural life, 
a situation which has not been 
changed by the artists who pop- 
ulate the artists’ colony during the 
summer months, 

' “We are unable to attract the 
best teachers, and school atan- 
dards are consequently low, 
whereas it Is the very best 
teachera who are needed here, 
and in the surrounding village 
schools, to bring them up to slan- 
dard,” 

One result is that some of the 
few professionals Jeave town 
when their children reach school 
age, just to give them a good 
education. Another Is that, almost 
Inevitably, “the other Israet" ig 
being raised here. What happens 
to the city's pupils when they com- 
plete thelr compulsory achooling 
at 15? Some continue in the city's 
high schools, of which only one, 
the Amal vocational school, has a 
first-class reputation, But ita 
graduates leave town, because 
they can't find suitable work here. 
Some children are sent away to 
boarding schools, and not all these 
return, either. The children who 
do not make high school, either 
because they are too poorly 
educated or for lack of interest, 
must somehow get through the 
next three years until they join the 
army. 

“The lucky ones get a job, 
probably in building, and if their 
character {5 strong enough they 
stick to it. The others simply drift, 
many of them ending up in petty 
delinquency, drugs or worse 
and never make it to the army, 
because by the time they aro 18, 
the army doesn't want them." 

There is, Indeed, an effort to 
help those youths who return to 
Safad after completing thoir 
milltary service to better thelr 
status at night school, to help 
them at least achieve the 
matriculation certificate. But this 
effort, too, is hamstrung by the 
lack of teachers, I waa informed, 


. COMPARING NOTES with the 
. men in τὰν unit who had stood 
guard at other Safad schools, we 
reached the conclusion that only 
one; a primary school with nearly. 
_ 800 pupils, had a standard com- 
parable to that-in the big clties. 
. Some‘of-the othera were almost 
weird — for instance a state- 
religious schoo! where the girls 
are not allowed to wear trousers, 
but where, because this waa Safad’: 
in winter, a ‘compromise’ waa 
reached, trousers being permitted 
provided the girla wear a skirt 
_ over them. Thé result. could only. 
be deseribed as peculiar, espacial- 
ly if the skirt were a’ tight-fitting, : 
gaudily-coloured mini worn over. 
‘bell-bottom pants. Some of the 
girls would shed the-mini as soon 
as they got out of school, as it were 
“‘undresaing"' in public — hardly - 
conducive to religious obser- 
vance, one would think. on 
It must be said: that in the 


“good" school, all the children.:. 


wore remarkably well-dressed, | 
and on enquiry I wae told that -᾿ 
many of them came from com: 
peratively poor families, but the 
school ‘‘makes it a point" to see 
that the pupils are properly drégs- | 
ed, helping those who can't afford 


to buy their own clothes. 

But even this school has been 
unable to solve the problem of the 
backward and the difficult 
children and the rowdies who can- 
not be controlled. As there are not 
enough to warrant the opening of 
a special school in Safad, and not 
all of them can be placed In in- 
stitutions outside the elty, for lack 
of room or their parents’ agree- 
ment, "we are obliged to keep 
them in achool,"’ one teacher told 
me. "But as keeping them in clasa 
would only resuit in nobody lear- 
ning anything, we take the only 
other way open to us — let them 
run around and amuse 
themselves,"' Valiant efforts are 
being made to give them remedial 
lessons, but as there are simply 
not cnough trained ‘teachers most 
of them simply run wild in the 
school yard, already condemned 
to a life on the welfare rolls, if not 
worse. 


WHAT ALL THIS spells out, to 
anybody who takes the trouble to 
read the aigns, is that the majority 
of the children of Safad and the 
villages in Galilee, (but not the 
kibbutzim, which are on a higher 
plane), are in fact being raised to 
take their place in the “other 
Israel" of the under-educated, 
who drift along without a proper 
start in life, unable to better 
themselves and consequently full 
of resentment. 

One young teacher from Hat- 
zor, who teaches in Safad and ja 
trying to get a university degree, 
through night classes at the local 
branch of Bar Ilan University, 
told me that he had had a hard 
fight to advance as far as being 
what he frankly admitted was “no 
more than a second-class teacher 
at a second-class school." One of 
ten children in a small house, he 
had had to try very hard to get 
through high school and a 
teachers’ seminary. 

“It's not true that you must 
necessarily remain uneducated 
just because there are so many 
children at home. But unfor- 
tunatcly that's the way things 
usually work out, especially if you 
grow up in a neighbourhood where 
everybedy has large families and 
conditions are crowded." He sald 
that what was really missing was 

“motivation which was difficult to

in tombs, it also includes some in- 
scriptions, and, more rarely, 
bronze, marbie and ivory objects. 

With his encyclopaedic 
knowledge of this vast yet 


balance to which every reference 
work must aspire. Only a few ex- 
amples can be mentioned here. In 
the field of contemporary Hebrew 
Jetters, for instance, I don't un- 
derstand why contemporary 
Israeli writers like Haim Guri, 
Yoram Kanluk, Amos Oz and 
Dahlia Rabikowltz are not Inchud- 
ed, Nor is it clear how Naim Kat- 
tan got an entry while Elie.

With the 
exception of Spain, one looks in 
vain for names, concepts and in- 
stitutions pertaining to the 
religious and cultural heritages of

Haifa. A coarser type of Greek 
pottery from the fifth century 
B.C.E. was found both at Tel Abu 
Hawan and at Tel Jomma, 10 km. 
south of Gaza, while perhaps the 
strangest witness to the Greck 
presence in Israel can be seen at 
Metzad Hashavyahu, directly 
south of Yavne Yam. 

Excavations at the latter in 1960 
revealed the remains of a fort and 
settlement established around 680 
B.C.E. — during the reign of 
Josiah. Great quantities of Greek 
lamps, pots and dishes were 
found, as well as decorated Greek 
amphorae and several Hebrew os- 
traka. These ostraka — inseribed 
potsherds —- showed that the 
eltadel was part of King Joslah's 
Judean defences and was manned 
by Greek soldiers hired by him. 
Metzad Hashavyshu — its con- 
temporary name Js unknown — 
fell in 609 B.C.E., when Pharaoh 
Necho invaded Judea. 

All in all, John Boardman's 
“The Grecks Overseas" is well 
told, well illustrated and very in- 
structive, opening up wide and 
varied avenues to new fields.

THE CHARACTERS in Anton 
Chekhov's ‘Cherry Orchard," 
now offered to Israel audiences in 
a new production by the Haifa 
Municipal Theatre, are a bunch of 
fools, attractive in a way, 
touching at moments, but still 
fools, each trying in his foolish 
way to achieve happiness and 
digging a grave under his feet in 
the process. I have always pic- 
tured Chekhov as the kind family 
doctor (which he really was when 
he wasn't dabbling in writing 
plays}, looking at his fellow 
humans with a sad, wise and un- 
derstanding pity, aware that there 
is no cure for any of them, that 
they will go on digging their 
graves until they fall into them. 

There is no hope for them 
because foolishness is their fate; 
their actions are dictated by com- 
pulsions. Madame Ranevskaya 
cannot help frittering away the 
pitiful remnants of her fortune, 
giving gold coins to beggars while 
there is hardly any food in the 
manor house. She is also a 
helpless, masochistic victim of 
her French lover, an obviously 
parasitic, unscrupulous rogue. 
Lopakhin ἰ a compulsive worker, 
driven by his passion for making 
money which will never make him 
happy, while passing up the op- 
portunity to marry the admirable 
girl who loves him. Trofimov, the 
“eternal student,'’ is an in- 
telligent, sensitive and idealistic 
Young man doomed to remain a 
loafer for the rest of his Ife, to dis- 
sipate hia energy on revolutionary 
harangues, And so on down the

Madame Ranovakaya and her

Swinging season 


A SHORT LULL between opening 
nights coming towarda the end of 
February which marks the exact 
half of the theatrical season, is a 
good time for a summing-up look. 
Js there now on the stages of 
Jarael anything worth seeing? 
Yes, very much so. 

Surprisingly cnough, given the 
theatre's generally rather low 
state at the present time, the 
season is turning out to be one of 
the best in recent years. Not only 
have the theatres come up with 
some good fare, but the public has 
shown sufficient discernment to 
discard the cheap and artistically 
unsuccessful productions, and 
give the better ones 2 long life. 

A prime example is 
Habimartef's ‘'Frivolity and 
Hypocrisy" which is doing so well 
that Habimah had decided, as of 
last week, to elevate the show, 
literally, from the tiny basement 
to the small hall which contains 
about five times as many seats. 
“Frivolity" is one of the most 
delightful shows these tired cyes 
have seen in many a year. Direc- 
tor Omri Nitzan has turned this 
18th-century play by a German- 
Jewish scholar into a gay circus 
romp {n which the actors have 
great fun speaking the quaint, 
pseudo-biblical Hebrew of 
haskala literature. 

At the opposite pole is ‘'Schitz,"" 
Hanoch Levin's latest and by far 
gloomiest picture of Israeli socie- 
ty. The critics were divided, but 
Levin's reputation, especially 
among the young, is such that no 
play of his could be a complete 
box-offlee flop especially since no 
one — even someone as deeply 
disappointed as myself — can 
deny that this now play has the 
considerable merit of making me 
think, 

Another critical view — but an 
infinitely milder one — of Israel 
Society is taken by Mirlam 


Keeney in ‘The Return” at the 
Beersheba Theatre. Lacking in 
depth and slightly confusing in 
structure, this first play by a 
young writer is ἃ fairly honest 
slice of Israeli life with which the 
audience can identify. 


TURNING to classics and semi- 
classics, two plays by Chekhov 
and one by O'Neill are attracting 
crowds in our three major reper- 
tory theatres. The Cameri’s 
“Seagull,” a hold-over from last 
season, is a large and meticulous 
production with Hanna Marron, in 
the leading part, dominating the 
atage in a forceful, uninhibited 
performance. The new Halfa 
production of ‘The Cherry 
Orchard" is primarily the 
triumph of Ruth Segal, a 
resourceful actress who endows 
the leading part with charm and 
wit and warmth. Under the diree- 
tion of Michael Alfreds, itis one of 
the best Chekhov productions we . 
have seen In this country. 

At Habimah, ‘‘Long Day's 
Journey into Night," directed by 
Michael Meacham is as shatter- 
ing an experience as only a play 
by O'Neili can be. Here, too, the 
proceedings are dominated by an 
actress, Miriam Zohar, who plays 
the slightly off-her-head drug 
fiend. 

At the same Habimah, one of 
the most important contemporary 
plays is having a successful run. 
Eugene Ionesco’s **Mac-Bett" is 
the French playwright's own ver- 
sion of Shakespeare's tragedy, 
with the Elizabethan heroes and 
knaves becorthing contemporary 
clowns and foola engaged in 
moaningless, cyclic rounds of 
murder in a struggle for power 
which has no objective. The com- 
plex play, with its sad, resigned 
mossage, [5 mastorfully staged by 
David Bergman.

siderably older play on the verge 
of becoming a modern classic is 
“The Visit of the Old Lady" at the 
Cameri. Friedrich Duerrenmatt's 
1955 play is making its second 
appearance in Israel, again 
directed by Yosef Millo. This ia a 
devilishly clever play with a plot 
like a steel trap, proceeding step 
by inevitable step to the expected 
yet shocking denouement, 
demonatrating, in the manner of 
the medieval morality play, the 
corruptibility of the human raco 
— or, to put It in plainer words, 
that everything and everybody 
can be bought for:money. 

The production, despite Its 


faults — some of the powerful 
scenes are not given sufficient 
emphasis — {s a rich and amusing 
spectacle, with Orna Porat in the 
leading role, the grotesque, 
avenging angel, filling the stage 
with her overpowering presence. 
, And another revival, thia one 
at Beersheba, brings back to the 
stage a play which, nine years 
ago, gave quite a jolt to audiences 
which had not yet become ac- 
customed to the permissiveness 
we have now.
